At first thought It is difficult to see 
the relationship between the common 
j 
redblrd, or cardinal, and the hinges of 
the front door. 
T he exp lanation is 
simp le enough, however,

The 
redblrd wus originally called a card­ 
inal because his p lumage bore the 
coloring of the bat nnd cassock of a 
cardinal 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
dhurch. 
The use of the word “cardi­ 
nal” as denoting a dignitary of the 
church came about through the p oetic 
fancy of an early p op e, who sp ok e of 
the cardinals as “the hinges by which 
all things are moved” in connection 
with church government. In the Latin

“binge.”

Redbird Got Its Name 
From Church Dignitary 


At first thought it is difficult to see 
the relationship between tile common 
redbird, or cardinal, and the hinges of 
the front door. 
The explanation is 
simple enough, however,

Words ace traced to tlieir source. The 
redbird was originally called a card­ 
inal because his plumage bore the 
coloring of the hat and cassock of a 
cardinal 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church. 
The use of the word “cardi­ 
nal” as denoting a dignitary of tile 
church came about through the poetic 
fancy of an early pope, who spoke of 
the cardinals as “the hinges by which 
gll tilings are moved” in connection 
With church government. In the Latin 
language 
“cardo, 
cardinis,” 
is 
the 
equivalent of the English 
“hinge.” 
For this reason the 
dignitary 
was 
called a cardinal, as signifying 
his 
function as one of the “hinges” of the 
church. 
From this early usage “ card­ 
inal” came lo be applied to anything 
of prime importance, including the 
cardinal qjfmbers, the Cardinal points 
of the compass and the cardinal vir­ 
tues. 
The use of Hie word as apply­ 
in g to a color came about from the 
fact that the cqlor was the striking 
(feature of the ;dress of n 
cardinal. 
■ This explains the use of the word in 
[naming the redbird.

The latest report from Iceland is that 
the flight may be resumed in ten days. 
Every precaution has been 
taken to outline the route and to offer aid in case the fliers are iii 
distress. 
Spare parts are being carried in a cruiser. 
The D ispatch has alw ays maintained that safety first w as an 
essential consideration of the flight, that speed was not so neces­ 
sary where a pioneer flight was essayed, that there was glory 
enough in achieving the world flight without resorting to a speed 
record too. 
The latter can be made when the air lanes have been 
plotted and all meterological data carefully compiled. 
Of all the competition that started out when the Y ankees did, 
the large proportion has resolved itself into broken machines, 
broken plans and broken spirited aviators. 
The United States on 
the other hand matured its plans carefully, checked its route, 
provided supplies and parts, and arranged for patrols of danger­ 
ous waters. 
It’s all right to take foolhardy chances at tim es, but 
it is a serious m atter to send a little band of aviators alone on a 
strange air cruise with no governm ent cooperation or patrolling, 
as some nations have done.
